The  college  buildings  are  watched  at 
nigld  by  students;  tables  in  the  0.  I).  Smith  dining  hall  arc 
waited  on  by  students;  the  work  in  the  library  is  done  chiefly 
by  students;  and  many  other  avenues  are  open  to  the  boy  .who 
needs  assistance  and  is  willing  to  do  the  work.  This  system 
has  proved  very  satisfactory  to  the  college  authorities,  and  it 
i>  a  means  of  helping  a  lot  of  good  men  through  who  otherwise 
would  not  be  able  to  finish.
